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REMARKS 

According to MPEP §1302.01, a brief summary of an invention should be in 
harmony with the claims. Applicant herein amends the summary and additional parts of 
the written description so that the description is brought into greater harmony with the 
subject matter being claimed. See MPEP §1302.01 

For the convenience of the Examiner, the amendments to the specification are 
presented in the form of a substitute specification. The amendments to the 
specification include a newly presented summary and amendments to the Detailed 
Description (now reformatted to include text formeriy presented in the Summary) so that 
the specification is more in harmony with the broad subject matter being claimed. See 
MPEP §1302.01. 

In reformatting specification subject matter originally appearing in the Summary 
to the Detailed Description of the Invention, the following changes were made: 

[0038] Additional features and advantages of the invention w i l l b e are set forth in 
the detailed description wh i ch fo ll ows herein , and in part will be readily apparent to 
those skilled in the art from that description or recognized by practicing the invention as 
described herein, including the detailed description which follows, the claims, as well as 
the appended drawings. 

[0039] It is to be understood that both the for e going g e n e ra l d e scription 
descriptions and th e fo l low i ng d e ta il d e script i on herein are merely exemplary of the 
invention, and are intended to provide an overview or framework for understanding the 
nature and character of the invention as it is claimed. The accompanying drawings are 
included to provide a further understanding of the invention, and are incorporated in and 
constitute a part of this specification. The drawings illustrate various embodiments of 
the invention, and together with the description serve to explain the principles and 
operation of the invention. 
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The above changes were made for purposes of properly referencing textual 
subject matter in view of the noted formatting, and are, accordingly, not regarded as 
being new matter. 

Also included herein are minor claim amendments to claims 85-88 and 101 
addressing various informalities. The appropriateness of the various claim 
amendments to claims 85-88 and 101 is clear from the context of the previous response 
by applicants. The claim amendments to claims 85-88 and 101 do not alter the claim 
scope, and accordingly, the claim amendments will not be regarded as narrowing claim 
amendments. Also, dependent claim 101 is amended to avoid duplication with claim 
100. Where dependent claims are amended in an Amendment After Allowance, 
reasons for non-entry of an Amendment After Allowance are less likely to apply. MPEP 
§714.16. Also, "keyboard" in Claim 96 is changed to "keypad" for greater harmonization 
between the claims and supporting disclosure including Fig. 2 in combination with 
sections of the Detailed Description referencing Fig. 2. No amendment presented 
herein contains new matter. 

The amendments presented herein were not presented earlier for the reason that 
the review yielding the determination that the amendments would be desirable was not 
conducted until after the close of prosecution. The amendments presented herein are 
believed to be needed for proper disclosure or protection of the invention, and entry of 
the amendments is believed to require no substantial amount of additional work. MPEP 
%714.16. 

Accordingly, in view of the above amendments and remarks, applicants believe 
the present application to be in condition for allowance.
